II. F. dejong, Prop. 
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Tractor Accidents 


Soon now the papers will again be reporting 
deaths caused by farm accidents, generally involving 
a tractor and any one of the dozens of sets of cir¬ 
cumstances which can turn this common farm machine 
into an instrument of death. 

Tipping is one of the commonest tractor accidents. 
Soft ground is a very usual cause and until the soil 
has dried out ditch banks and steep side liills should 
be avoided. A combination of road gear and wheel 
brakes also add to the number of tipping mishaps. 
Rearing is another form these accidents take, and this 
is generally caused by one of two things, hitching a 
lead too high on the tractor or fastening a solid object 
gtfch as a post or pole to the drive wheels to pull out 
of a hole. 

Another group of accidents take their toll, and 
they are caused by carelessness/' These accidents in¬ 
clude fueling a running or hot tractor, clutching a 
tractor from the ground while hitching an implement, 
leaving a tractor parked «n a slope without wheel 
brakes locked on, not providing safety shields for 
power take off shafts, wearing loose clothing while 
working with a tractor, and finally, not checking 
carefully enough that all is clear before moving a 
tractor. 

C. A. Cheshire, Alberta’s Agricultural Engineer, 
points out that the accidents mentioned so far are of 
the type caused by lack of judgement and carelessness. 
There is another all too common type caused by plain 
stupidity. Children are usually the victims of these, 
but as a rule the parents are to blame. Junior tractor 
drivers — they are not developed sufficiently, either 
physically or mentally, to do this man sized job. How¬ 
ever, they are allowed, or even encouraged to flirt with 
death on one of these streamlined man sized killers. 
Almost as heartless but not quite so dangerous is the 
practice of taking Junior as a passenger on the trac¬ 
tor. It should be remembered that the tractor is a 
one man machine. 

We hope that we don’t have to report 'a single 
tractor accident in the County of Vulcan this spring. 
A little forethought and a little less haste can prevent 
most of them. It’s better to lose five minutes in the 
field than to risk a crippling or fatal accident.
